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LORD MILNER. 


, Lord Milner has received many flattering 
proofs since his return to England of the 
regard in which he is held by his fellow-coun- 
trymen. They have not forgotten, and they 
will not forgot, his inestimable services to 
the Empire, and they have testified their 
’ admiration by presenting him with an address, 
‘which both for the number and the quality of 
its signatures is without a parallel in political 
history, The paltry and spiteful attempt 
which was made to get the House of Com- 
mons to pass an oblique vote of censure apon 
him simply excited the scorn of all honourable 
men throughout the Empire, and we do not 
doubt that it helped to ensure the success of 
the address from the Cape Colony which was 
presented to Lord Milner last week An in- 
fluential deputation came all the wy from 
South Africa to assure him that twenty-five 
thousand signatories in the Cape Colony alone 
are true to the great principles for which he 
worked unflinchingly in face of the most for- 
midable obstacles, those principles being the 
gradual fusion of the white races of South 
Africa into one nation, and the retention of 
that nation as a permanent member of the 
British group of States. Sir Lewis Michell 
said that he had never found him other than 
“calm and collected and inflexibly resolute 
to see that by no act of his the British flag 
should be trailed in the dust.” Lord Milner 
no longer holds any official position ; his 
influence consists solely of the weight whitch 
attaches to the opinions expressed in his 
speeches, and their general tenor conveys a

If he had been a pessimist he che 
never have lived through the arduous yenr 
from 1898 to 1904, and kept the firm fat), 
which he always professed in the future «j 
South Africa. It would be much more gratify 
ing to him to believe that things were going 
well, aa, indeed, they were, until this Govern 
ment came into power and started their policy 
of meddling and muddling in South African. 
affairs—in Natal as in the Transvaal. Lord 
Milner devoted most of his speech yesterlay 
not toany specific act of the Government, 
such as the new Constitution, nor yet to any 
of the great problems of South Africa in 
which British interests have been jeopardise 
by those who now have the deciding voice at 
home. He holds that the most pressing danger 
of the moment in South Africa is disunion 
among the British Colonists, who seem ready 
on the very eve of the first electoral trial of 
strength to split into groups over merely 
personal differences, in face of a united Dutch 
party, which preaches incessantly a Dutch 
South Africa. But the danger of the moment 
at home is even geater, for it is the growth of 
what Lord Milner called the spirit of anti- 
nationalism, This is a subject to which we 
have often referred in these columns, since it 
is constantly breaking out in new forms and 
varieties, the only constant symptom being the 
inveterate belief that in any political quarrel 
one’s own countrymen must be in the wrong. 
An Englishman has only to cross the seas, 
and in the view of those who suffer from this 
strange “disease of opinion” he changes his 
nature as well as his sky. With the mind of 
the pro-Boer during the war everyone was 
painfully familiar, In some the malady 
reached the stage of delirium, and drove them 
to say that, unless the Boer cause triumphed, 
they would have to reconsider their belief in 
Providence. Perhaps the policy of the present 
Government may spare them such reconsidera. 
tion, if they have not already performed that 
mental exercise, for to give away what we 
have won by hard fighting and vast sacrifices 
seems to be the ambition of a powerful sec- 
tion of Ministers. Lord Milner spoke of the 
extraordinary venom which is displayed against 
any South African who takes the British side 
in the conflict between British and Dutch 
ideals, between what was Milnerism and what 
Krugerism. The Little Englanders condemn 
him as one who must be “animated by the 
meanest sentiments, a tool of capitalists, a 
soulless, subservient creature, who can have 
no higher motive than the greed of gold. 
These are of the same kidney as the pessimists 
against whom the German Emperor was moved 
to lift up his voice in strong irritation a week 
or two ago, when he lamented that they would 
not relieve the unfortunate Fatherland of 
their presence. But the German anti-nation- 
alistf are tyros compared with the British. Ours 
are quite unapproachable for their mischievous 
persistence. How they filled the air with 
falsehoods about Chinese slavery is notorious 
—that was perhaps, their greatest achieve- 
ment, for it was a masterpiece of men- 
dacious hypocrisy. Then a proZulu agi- 
tation was started, which would have 
swollen to ten times its dimensions had 
a Unionist Government been in power, 
and the anti-nationalist Press grew eloqueut 
over hypothetical outrages. The outery against 
the punishment of the Egyptian villagers who 
set upon and murdered some British officers 
has hardly yet died away. Lord Cromer’s meas- 
ured warning to the Home Government of 
the growth of a fanatic anti-British agita- 
tion in Egypt is either derided, by these 
“anti-nationalists” or it is accepted as natural 
and worthy of all sympathy. The wrongs of 
India, again, are wringing their bosoms. 
Englishmen are accused of bleeding India t 
death and of intensifying the poverty of her 
poorest classes. The Bengali agitators find 
ready champions here at home. Their seditious 
songs are carefully explained away as harmless 
ebuilitions by a small but pertinacious group 
of Anglo-Indians, whose patronage of the Con- 
gress movement, and tolerance of the Swadeshi 
agitation, bid fair to cause really serious trouble 
in Bengal, where the saccess of their nvisy 
clamour has alarmed the great Mohamedan 
section of the population. We do not believe 
that this anti-nationslism, as Lord Milner 
calls it, is’ popular with the mass df English- 
men, but it is unquestionably popular with 
the Radical pulpiteer, and with the Trade 
Union leaders, who are, for the most part, 
strongly anti-Imperialist. They carry their 
followers with them much further than the 
latter wish to go, and they do so the more: 
light-heartedly because of their exceedingly 
limited acquaintance with the affairs of any 
part of the Empire but their own. There will, 
as Lord Milner said, be a “tremendous rally 
when these pernicious doctrines are pushed too 
far ; but before the rally comes, mishief may 
be done which can only be eradicated very 
slowly and at enormous cost.

THE BEDOUIN RAIDERS. 


The latest London papers to band confirm 
the news of the withdrawal of the Tarkish 
garrison of Kusaima contained in oor special 
service telegram of the Ist inst. We hear that 
Kusaima is well supplied with water, three 
eprings, each of which gives birth to a small 
stream, sffording a constant supply to the 
Bedouins cf the district. An excellent well was 
tound at El Avja by the frontier commi-sion 
in the neighbourhood of the rains of an ancient 
castle constracted by the Crusaders to check 
Saracen raids. Several crosses were cut in the 
walls of a rained ghapel and fragments of a

THE LOST CITY OF MARIOUT.

EXCAVATION OF SAINT MENAS. 
| THE 


The recent wonderful discovery of the long- 
lost vity of Saint Menas in the wilds of the 
Meriont desert has aroused great interert 
throughout enlightened Burope, for although 
it was known that this ancient city did exist, 
and that its site was only a few miles from 
Alexandria, all attempts to discover ite where- 
abouts had been fruitless. Before the Christian 
Era the city had been a central point for the 
trade and cara routes from Alexandria to 
Cyrene and the Oasis of Ammon and from 
central Egypt to the North West, but it is 
chiefly known to fame for the extraordinary 
sdoctity, which it subsequently obtained owing 
to the exevation of Mena, an officer in the 
army, son of a Governor of a province of 
Africa, who suffered martyrdom under Diocle- 
tian. His body was baried there and a Charch 
was built to mark the spot. At the end of the 

dentury a magnificent basilica was 

in the reign of Arcadius and became a 
great resting-place for pilgrims and travellers 
on their way from Alexandria to Nitria. A 
description is extant by an Arab geographer, 
who describes the Charch of St. Mena as still 
standing, apparently, la an oninjared condition. 

The date at which this description should 
be placed is probably between the early part 
of the eleventh and the early part of the 
fourteenth century, i.e. subsequent to the 
great destruction of charches in Egypt by 
the Caliph Hekim, when thirty thousand 
churches are said to have been ruined in Syria 
and Evypt. Since that date the old city has 
atterly disappeared from history and Bir 
Massie Blomfield in the Bolletin of the Alex- 
andria Arche logical Society for 1904 stated 
that it is believed that the site was known to 
the Bedouins, and he adde! 

„It seems to me the identification of 
this site with the assistance of the Coast- 
Goard authorities would be a suitable one on 
which to expend some portion of the funds of 
the Archeological Society.” Bat the honour of 
the discovery of this long-lost city belongs to 
two German arobwoleg sts, the Rev. C. M. 
Kaufmann and Mr. J.U.B Falls who alighted 
on the rains on Jone 7, 1905. They have 
now compiled an account of their excavations 
during their first campaign, from November, 
1905, to June, 1906. The work has jost been 
poblished at Cairo, and is on sale at Diemer’s 
Library (78. 6d.) It is well printed and 
illastrated with 54 autotypes, which give the 
reader an excellent idea of the comprehensive 
character of the work of excavaticn and of 
thie many and various artistic finds that have 
been the outcome of these excavations. This 
book, which is dedicated by the authors to 
Schiess Pasha, gives a most interesting account 
of the discovery of one of the greatest archeo- 
logical mysteries in Egypt, and should be read 
by all who take av iotelligent interest in the 

ncient history of this country. The record of

As the statements of “Phylax” are erro- 
neous, and not only caloulated to create a 
falee impression amongst those of your oom 
patriots who are apacqasinted with arabic, 
but also to do harm tothe cause we desire 
to serve, might I crave the hospitality ot 
your colomns in order to place matters in their 
trae light ! 

“Al Minbar” was started a few months 
ago by Mohamed Massood Bffendi and myselt. 
with results which are already gratifying to 
as both—its sole proprietors. The policy of 
onr paper, from its inception. has been one 
of complete independence. We are under no 
bond or obligation to anyone, nor has any 
Power or Party the right to dictate to us 
the political views which they seek to pro- 
pagate. Whilst laying no claim to infallability, 
our purpose is to uphold the causs of justice, 
liberty and equality, to expose abuses and 
to lead our coontrymen along the path of 
progress and enlighteoment. In this sense, 
and in this sense alone, we are Nationalists.

Others gave themselvas up to commerce, 
having ports acd cities along the Red Ses; 
the southern shores of the Peninsdla and the 
Gulf of Persia, and carrying on foreign trade 
by means of ships and caravans. . 

Soch especially were the people of Yemen, 
or Arabia the Ha; py, that land of apices, 
perfames and frankincense ; the Ssbaea of 
the poste, the Sheba of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures. Bugaged as they were in the pursuits 
of peace, the inhabitants lost moch of the 
original characteristics of the Arab, who, 
through the neces ity of always having to 
defend his flocks and herds was familiar 
with arms: almost from infanoy, 

Yemen, owing to its wealth and aocessi- 
bility, became the happy hanting ground for 
the adventurous invader who always carried 
on war on the principle of “The spoils to 
the conqueror.” ‘ 

Since those days the various tribes have 
never been united except that they embraced 
the faith as expounded by Mahomet. Without 
any real say in the government of their 
oountiſ they have gradually seen the trade 
of the old days depart from their shores. 
The openiog of the Saez Canal following after 
the discovery of the Cape route to India 
meant to them the loss of a great sonrce of 
livelitood in the passage of the nomerous 
Caravans through their territory. 

At one time Mocha coffee was a commod- 
ity »bich meant much to the people of 
the Yemen. 

Since the opening out of other sources of 
obtaining coffee, more especially the develop- 
ment cf the West Indian Trade, even the 
taste for Mocha eccfiee has been lost. It is 
a wel!-koown fact hat people can acqaire a 
taste and likiog for an article really ioferior 
to that which they may have at one time 
been accastomed. Todsy most people who 
were offered pute Mocha coffee would not 
thar k you for it, bat still there is some 
demaid for the article although we fear 
the supply is precarious, and what is often 
drunk as pore Mocha bas seldom been grown 
in Arabia. Of late years the hold of the 
moet recént conquerors, the Turks, bas 
gradually been relaxed in the Yemen. Powerfu 
hie, have been silent'y organiz’ng antil 
we h»ve Witnesied not only the commence. 
ment of a mnbellion, but also what lo K 
almost like a successlal attempt to throw off
